THE PRESIDENT AND HIS PARTY. 

WASHINGTON, January 23.—It has trans- 
pired that lately there bas been an extraordi- 
Dary emount of canvassing and caucussing 
going on between the President.and Repub- 
lican members of Congress and prominent 
Republican politicians. To day there were 
over twenty Republican members who had 
interviews at the White House, and some of 
them intimated the President’s iutentions as 
expressed at these frequent conferences. He 
states that he is desirous of taking all the 
men in his power to increase the Republi- 
cap strength in all the States, and hopes that 
the conflicting wings of the party in Missouri, 
Viiv, New York, North Carolina and Mary- 
Jand may be in some way united. ‘}he proposi- 
tion made by him was generally endorsed, that 
all the old political organizations, such as the 
Union League, etc., should be revived, with 
a view to reclaim such sections as have gore 
over to the Democratic party. It is developed, 
further, that every effort is to be made 
thronghout all the States to counteract the 
effect of the recent Democratic victory by a 
general proscription of lnke warm office-holders 
and a resort to such other measures as will 
put the Radical party oa a better footing and 
bricg it again to the front.

to-day, and will be pressed through Conzgress, 
if possible, at the present session. Ti:is 
messure extends the operation of the act of 
lust session to the cities of smaller size, and 1s 
really intended in its details to have etlect on 
every election precinct in the country, while 
the former law seemed intended more es pecially 
for the alleged naturahzation frauds in North- 
ern cities. The new bill looks to the super- 
vision of the colored vote in the South, It 
also remedies many of the defects discovered 
in the practical workings ‘of the law last 
fall. The military feature, however, remaius 
quite as stropg, and actuaily places the naval 
aod mulitary forces under command of civil 
Cflicers, while it inflicts severe punishments 
for bribery or intimidation of voters. 

THE SOUTHERN INVESTIGATION. 

The special Senate Committee on the Suu'th 
bave cummoned the Governors ot North Caro- 
lina dnd South Carolina, It is proposed to 
investigate these two States to com- 
mence witb, The committee met and organ- 
ized this morning and looked over the mags 
of documents sent to the Senate by the Pres- 
dent. The coveeryative men of North Caro- 
dina intend to be heard before this committee, 
and will be able to show from indubitable 
proof that many late outrages in 
that State have been committed by 
colored end white menabers of the Re- 
publican leagues organized into pillaging 
and barn-buruivg parties. They will not de- 
ny that there are outrages commutted on both 
sides, but they attribute them almost wholly 
to secret political orgavizations. The sup- 
porters of the investigation are to-day rejoic- 
ing greatly over a letter from Georgia that 
seven colored men bad been taken out of 
jail im Dallas county, their ears cut off, and 
two shot and killed. 

THE QUARREL IN THE, NAVY. 

The long pending quarre] between the line 
and stafl of the navy was to-day brought to 
an end, 60 far as the House is concerned, by 
the passage of a bill matured more than a 
yearago py the Naval Committee, which 
gives the staff of the navy a positive rank by 
law, and takes the question wholly out of the 
bands of the Secretary of the Navy. The bill 
will probably pass the Senate. The merits 
of the controversy, as develaped 
by to-day’s d‘acussion, appear 
quite contemptible; in fact, so much so that 
it would be hard for a civilian to discriminate 
in actual practice whethe: a staff officer had 
a certain position in a funeral procession or in 
a court-martial, at a dinuer table, o1 on Which 
side of a vessel it Was proper for Lim to em- 
bark.

Speech of Hon. James B. McCreary, 
ot Madison County, in the House 
of Representatives, Jan. 20, 1871. 
The House having under consideration the 

bill to authorize the Trustees of the Cincinnati 

Foutbern railway to acquire the right of way and 

to extend a line of retiway through certain 

counties in this Commonwealth, together wit 
the amendments offered by Mr. McCreary to 
said bill, Mr. McCreary said:

There 
is abil! now pending before the Legislature of 
the State w here tbese trustees reside to prohivdit 
foreign corporationa from leasing railways ip 
Obio; yet there is a provision in the bill now un- 
der consideration which allows tbo-e forelgn 
trustees to lease or remt the said railway when 
and to whom they please. If this bill, like the 
discord cast tnto the feast 
produced *“-ounds of revelry” by 
bight apo notes of war by day uaotil,did a veteran 
of apcicnt times appear upon the stage and #it- 
ness the s:¢ nr, he weuld think another Trojaa 
war Was imminent. If weeks of our time were 
taken up last winterin discussing and consider- 
log this rallway bill,and «+ eek: of our tim: thts 
winter are to be absorbed in the same way, this, 
of itself, indicates thuc tads ecCheme should be 
safely guarded, 

[siaud to-day just wherel stood last winter, 
and the bi.l Ltbhea voted for l regarded as Deing 
as fair avd proper as any that came before thts 
House. MY amendments only perfect tbls bill 
and make it substantially like the bill we acted 
on last winter. 

Tbis briugs me to the consideration of my first 
ameLiment, Which is to amend tde Orsi sec_ioa 
by adding ty it the followiog: 

“Proy.ded, That the Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky -=-hail, immediatety afier the 
pasSuge of thisact, and every two years thereaf- 
ter, appoint five citiz-os of Kentucky, te be cn- 
Hrined bs tbe Sepate, Who shail act 4s trustees on 
the partof the State of Kentucky: and each of 
them sbali ba ¢ a vote equal to the vote of each 
one of said Cincinnati trustees, or their succes- 
80is, 1D all Matters periaining to said tline of 
railway and tbe management thereof; and before 
the rightto use and operate any portion ofsaid 
line of sailway sbali be rented or leased to aby 
persoD or company or eorporation, the terms and 
econaitions of jeasing and operating it, and the 
persou or company or c rpvration to whom it Is 
proposed to be leased, must be approved by a 
m:jority of Lot the sald Kentucky Lrustees and 
Cineinoall trustees; and after the completiva of 
the wnoole line of said raliway,apy lerms aad 
conditions whitch may be fixed and provided dy

The Cincinnati trustees, in their memorial to 
(this Legtstaiure, Only ask that we pa-s a railway 
act “enabling (hem to Curry into effect the purpose 
for which the y were appointed, upon such condi- 
tiops abd with such guaras a3, ip the opinion of 
this honorable body, will be consi-temt with the 
roror of the Commonwealth and promow the 
interests Of its peopie.’”’ ‘ 

To any one. therefore, who is not dazzled and 
bewildered by the grandeur of thi. great ralir ad 
scbeme, if must be perfecily appawnt that-this 
amerdment is pece-sury in order to pre-erve 
trat Bobor and promote that interest spoken of 
io the memorlal.

It is universally conceded, I believe, that if the 
bill, as presenpied, passesthe Legislaiure, the 
trustees Wil) endgayor wo consiruct,as Dear as 
possible, an alr iine of raliway from Clociunatl 
to Chattanooga. This zir-line railway would in- 
jure very seriously almost the eatire system of 
roads in our State. It would almost destroy the 
Kentucky Central rullroad, becau-e tt would nec- 
essarily rua paraliel to it, and would be, if Lex- 
ingtOu Was a point, Dineteen miles shorter than 
the Kentucky Central road. It woulda cross the 
Kpeoxvilie brapch of the Loutsville ana Nasb- 
ville :allroad somewhere between Lebanon and 
Stanford, aou cripple it very much by tnterrupt- 
ing its (race and travel and diverting them into 
Dew chavnels. Runolng thence straight to Chat- 
tanooga. it WOuld make a shorter rcute from the 
city oulsville by way of the 
Knoxvitie branch to the point where the Clncin- 
nat] Soutbern railway would cross this road and 
thence to Chattanooga than thal turnisbed by the 
main line of the Loutsville and Nasbville rati- 
road around by NashvilLe and thence to UChatta-

The successive and total defea's of all 
the different French armies that were des- 
tived to raise the siege of Paris make it 
more than probable that Paris will fall into 
the Lands of the Germans at no distant 
day. Inview of this probable occurrence 
it is interesting to speculate upon the prob- 
able course of General Trocuv in case a 
surrender of the city becomes necessary. 
Would such a surrender also include the 
army now in Paris, and thus set tree the 
immense German host gathered around 
the devoted city? We think not. The man- 
ner in which General Trocnu has con- 
ducted the defense of Paris heretofore 
shows that he possesses, in addition to a 
very tormidable prowess, the will to hold 
out against the Germans -as long as he 
possibly can, and that he is actuated by a 
spirit at once more stubborn and more en- 
terprising than the French commanders 
who detended Metz and otber sirongholds 
of France.: Both selfishness and patriotism 
combine to lend him energy and fortitude, 
asa suirender of himeeli and his forces 
would forever end the short-lived power 
that he now possesses. But while a stub- 
born ¢efense of the city intrusted to him 
is thus to his own advantage, he is actuated 
also by a feelmg of duty, not only to 
France but also to the whole world. 

France to-day is fighting the battles of 
Republicanism in Europe against the old 
movarchical system. It she triumphs, the 
+ cause ot liberty triumpbs with her, but if 
she falls,es we very much fear she will, 
the cause of freedom will be forced back a 
siep or two, and European Republicanism 
will be smothered under the weight of the 
ponderous crown of the new German 
Em pire. ‘Therefore he must regard it as 
his sacred duty to hold out to the last, par 
ticularly as there is always a chance left 
that the fortune of war may turn in favor 
of France. That land has still many re- 
sourees left to it, and whatever may have 
been its losses and misfortunes, we must 
not forget that there have been countries 
that have come out victorious from worse 
situations than the one France is in at 
present. We need but look back to the 
history of our own Revolutionary war to 
find anexample, Surely the situation o 
the American forces on many occasions 
during that long and exhausting war was 
much worse and more discouraging than 
that of the Prench at present, and still they 
came out of the struggie as victors, and 
humbled the pride of England. France is 
equal in populgtion to Germany. Her 
losses in men have not been so very much 
creater than those of her enemy, and she 
can still muster two millions of able- 
bedied men for the detense of their coun- 
try. Why, then, should she yield to ruin. 
ous and humiliating conditions while she 
has still so many defenders? Every day 
the resistance is prolonged her chances 
grow better. Nature struggles in her 
tuvor. The Germans, away from their 


supplying all their wants and requirements 
fiom an immense distance, are, of course, 
more weary of the delay than the French, 
who are in their native -clime.

There can be litile 
doubt that the city must soon fall; and then we 
‘Shall see whether the nailonal resistance will 
cease with the surrender of the capicl, Trochu 
may retire with his forces into Mont Valerien, 
surrendering the city to the occupation of the 
Germans, and stil) be able in that commanding 
position to keep the bulk of the German army 
employed at Paris, In thut case the remnants of 
the defeated armies of Faidberbe, Bourbaki, and 
Chatzy may concentrate, prevent the country 
from being further overrun, and afford a nu- 
cleus for the pation to rally around. Much, 
bowever, depends on the ac'ual manner of the 
cipwre of Paris, and the use the Germans make 
of that event. A few days more will tell the 
story of the greate-t exploit in the history of 
War.

Important Meeting of the Board of 
Trade To-day. 


mex vile Rallread and the Ship Cana) 


Owirg to the fact that a notice of the Board of 
Trace meeting appointed for 12 m. yesterday did 
r Ot appear in the Morning paper's, it was thofight 
proper by the members of the Board and bust- 
ness men present to postpone the consideration 
of the important questions to be submitied to 
the meeting until to-day, at 12 m., at which hour 
the meeting will be held. 

Among the questions which will come before 
the meeting, requiring prompt action, that of 
ecmpleting the Knoxville branch of the Louts- 
ville and Nashville railroad will be covspicuous. 
A communication from the Knoxville Board of 
Trade embodying many cogert reasons ior im- 
mediate ection on the part of Louisville will be 
submitted to the meeting. The imovortance of 
the enterprise is fully set forth, but of this Louts- 
ville is as well apprised as Knoxville. The advan- 
tages to be derived by the connection with East 
Ten e, Georgia and South Carolina, which the 
completion of this road would secure, is not a new 
topic of conver:ation tn business circles, and now 
that the Legislature of Tennessee ts perfecting 
such legisiation as will make the outlay ol money 
p.cfitable and secure, the probabilities of the 
completion of the work are greatly enbanced. 
¥rom Knoxville toward the State liné the road Is 
completed tbirty-nine miles. In addition to this 
there are six miles already graded, leaving a gap 
of oply nineteen milie> te the State line, and, with 
ap edditional forty miles, Louisville will have 
direct and daily communication with Knorvilie. 
The sult ject ts one of vital importance to the busi- 
ness Interests of Louts ville, and will doubtless 
bring together to-day a large number of our 
business mer end capitalist:. 

The subject of the ship canal from some point 
cn the Mississippi river, near Fort Philip, below 
New Orleans, to deep water, at er near Briton 
Island, in the Guif of Mexico, now being dis- 
cussed, and which has been brought to the at- 
tention of Congfess,. will be submitted

At these figures it 
would pot be bard to make up an income of 
$20,000 o1 more. It is stated of Dr. W. Parker, 
I welieve, that, having been called out oftewa 
to attend a patient, he returned a bill of $500, 
ard when it was disputed, he showed by his 
books that his mes receipts were much over 
that sum, and this will give an idea of the 
profits of the most successfal doctors. Sur- 
geons’ single charges are larger than those of 
physicians, though the incomes of the latter 
are probably the highest. For ordinary at- 
tendance their rates are about the same, or 
say $5 a visit. From $25 upwards is the 
charge for operations. For setting an arm or 
leg $250 would be asked, larger pgs a 
being in proportion. For a case requiring a 
delicate opera’iou and six weeks’ constant at- 
tendance, sometimes two or three times a day, 
$1,000 was lately asked by a leading surgeon, 
iv another instance, where a wealthy gentle- 
man was batlly lamed bya railroad car, be was 
attended by Dr. James R. Wood, wno made 
about a dozen visits without any Baers 
operation, and sent in a bill of $2,500, which 
was pa‘'d. This is exceeded by Dr. Carnochaan, 
who charged $2,000.for an operation alone, 
while another surgeon is said to have recoy- 
ered $4,500 from one patient. 

One of the heaviest expenses of doctors, as 
of lawyers, is for professioval books, These 
are very costly, tanging as bigh as $50, and 
even $250 a piece, while every physician has 
to a some of them, so that a good profes- 
sional library is a luxury that few can afford. 
The latter are not usually to be found emong 
the most popular doctors who, as has been 
said, have not time for much study, bul among 
the few scholarly mea who pursue original 

research. There are a few men, like Dr. Pur- 
pie, who have a taste for collecting books, buat 
these are exceptions. The latter has a very 
fine collection of rare American medical pub- 
lications. Dr. Stephen Smith, Dr. Carroll, 
Dr. Hammond, are among others who have 
zood medical libraries, ranging from 2,000 to 

3,000 volumes each, and comprising the latest 
Fre nch, German and American «cientific and 
medicel publications.
